His attention w a s not d irected to th e conten ts 
at that tim e ; besides, th e ro o m w a s d a rk an d he w a s 
anxious to give vent to the pus as quickly a.s possible, 
as th e patient w as extrem ely restles.s.

W e answer, that if this principle be granted, 


and if it be granted lhat tin* shr.iliur fate of our own 
republic be inevitable, tin* mlnis-mn affords no reason 
for neglecting to defend ourselves from the evil us long 
M possible 
Is not denth the inevitable termination of 
all our liv es ? 
And on account o f this inevitable des­ 
tiny, shall we neglect to provide means which will 
tend to lengthi-n our lives and to keep death at a dis­ 
tance? 
Shall wo neglect, then, to defend ourselves 
from a political dissolution, which history declares only 
to he probnhlo, hut which docs not follow as a cer­ 
tainty ? 
Suppose this change in our form of govern­ 
ment to he inevitable at some indefinite period of fu­ 
turity— may we not, by our untiring and patriotic en­ 
deavors, preserve our democratic institutions perhaps 
many centuries of duration ? 
Ami even when the 
equality of our laws seems to bo fast declining, and 
pure republicanism fast degenerating into ar.stocrucy, 
how small an influence might turn the current of events 
into an opposite direction ! 
W ho cun calculato the 
extent even of his own private influence in conversa­ 


tion, in prolonging the existence of our present form of 
government— and who cun calculate the uinount of 
happiness that might ho preserved by lengthening the 
period of liberty but one generation ? 
T ho probability

powerful upon the lights and privileges of ibo weaker
